THE PRICE FIGHTER 

OF MAYSVILLE, 




Frankfort, Ky., March 19. — The 
governor did not Have as much raw 
material to work on Friday as he did) 
Thursday, so the number of hit vctoea 
decreased Friday to four and his ap- 
provals to one. The Covington and 
Newport members of the legislature 
will be greatly disappointed over Fri- 
day's work, as he vetoed House Hills 
234 and 248. The first named was for 
the benefit of incorporated districts or 
other municipalities not heretofore 
assigned to any class of towns, and 
was Intended for the special benefit of 
Milldalc, in Kenton county. 

The reason assigned for the veto was 
that it was contrary to section 59 of 
the constitution, which provides for 
local legislation, and that the statute 
already provides a method for organ iz- 

ment of suburban districts 'near sec- 
ond-class cities, and was especially in- 
tended for Highlands, in Campbell 
county. It was vetoed for exactly the 
same reason given for vetoing No. 234. 

House bill 212, providing that no 
contract shall be made to pay a debt 
in gold money, was vetoed, because it. 
is contrary to the United States con- 
stitution and laws enacted as to cur- 
rency iu pursuance thereof. 

He also vetoed house bill 290, to 
amend an act relating to fees, so that 
clerks, commissioners, receivers, ex- 
aminers and sheriffs of Louisville 
shall report to the state auditor once a 
year, instead of monthly, because it 
will operate to increase the salaries of 
the officers mentioned. Therefore it is 
in conflict with section 101 of the con- 
stitution. 

The only bill he approved Friday 
was the one known as the "osteopath 
bill." which provides that all phy- 
sicians or healers who wish to practice 
their profession in this state shall first 
be examined and granted a license by 
the state hoard of health. The presi- 
dent of the state board of health 
agreed, however, to exa-nine the osteo- 
paths only in such brandies a.s taught 
in their colleges, and this probably in- 
ducted the governor to »ign the bill.
